GERMS IN MILK 


British milk-producers are sitting’ 
up and listening! They have been 
told, on the authority of the Mul- 
lard research Station, which is in 
charge of the noted bacteriologist, 
Dr. Christopher Boffard, that sound 
so quict that it cannot be heard by 
the human car can sterilize milk on 
the way from the farm to the dairy, 
By using sound vibrations forty 
times more shrill than can be heard 
by humans all germs in the milk 
can be destroyed, including those 
which turn it sour. This is done by 
a vibrator fitted to the milk cart, and 
1,000 gallons can be sterilized in 
less than an hour, The sound waves 
beamed through the milk exert a 
pressure which crushes and destroys 
germs. It is hoped soon to fit smaller 
generators to the churns, so that 
sterilization can begin on the farm, 
That is why the farmers are listen- 
ing.

FEWER COWS; MORE MILK

In June 1948, the number of milk | 
cows on United States farms was | 
estimated at 23 million head, 4 per} 
cent less that the 1934-38 average | 
population of 23.9 millions. How- 
ever, this decline in numbers was | 
more than compensated for by an 
increase in the production of milk, | 
estimated at 118.5 billion pounds in| 
1948 compared with 105.4 billion in| 
1934-38. This represents an increase 
of 11 per cent since pre-war ag a 


cow. From 1947 to 1948 the decline 
in the number of cows is estimated 
at 4 per cent, while milk output de- 
creased only 3 per cent during the 
same period,
